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DOES POLITICS COME FIRST AND 


SOLDIERS' RELIEF SECOND 


JUST WHAT IS THE GAME? 


D 


URING the whole session of* the legislature nothing has 


, been done oh soldiers' aid because it was said that all pro- 


posed plans had been found unconstitutional. 


. Senator Huber has found a plan that is direct and constitu- 
tional.

BETTER LEAVE THE PRIMARY ALONE 


npHE Senate has now been in session for five months. 


When the legislature convened one of the outstanding issues 


was the question of aid to our sc«ldiers. It was a popular issue 
and had in it the possibilities of winning the favor.of the men 
from overseas. It was an opportunity not to be overlooked by 
the politician. 


- Consequently a basketful of soldiers' aid bills were thrown in- 


: to the legislative hopper. There was the scramble to, be the 
first member to get a bill introduced. There was the ensuing 
scramble to get newspaper publicity. 


Five months have passed and apparently the only purpose that 


most of these bills have accomplished was to bring some news- 
paper mention to professional patriots in the early part of the 
session. Hastily drawn bib's, which had no other purpose than 
that of advertising, have been withdrawn, killed or held out of 
fhe question. 


Meanwhile the senate finance committee tackled the job. Its 


only approach to a plan that would bring MONEY and not ORA- 
TORY to the soldiers was a plan whereby the expense of about 
812,000,000 would be saddled on the common people of 
the 


state through a "Voluntary subscription" to be based on assess- 
ed valuation. This plan met with so much opposition that" it 
was dropped. 


Then began to come wails from the interests serving members 


of the senat2 that no pian to extend soldiers aid that would be 
"constitutional" coulc! be found. Their real meaning, however, 
was that ihey were not interested in any plan where .wealth 
would have to pay its fair share. They were not interested in 
having an income tax bring this amount or in a direct tax. 


And 30 they have argued "unconstitutionality" against any 


plan that really had-merit. 


During these five months Senator Henry Huber has watched 


the antics of the professional patriots and listened to their emp- 
ty rhetoric. Several weeks ago he became convinced that the 
loud talkers really intended to do nothing that would bring 
money to the soldiers. Henry Huber has been a fighter in pro- 
gressive ranks for a long time. He knows the tricks of the cheap 
politician and the purpose of their bombastic speeches. 
He 


knew that if the soldiers had to depend on THEM for aid they 
would never get it. 


Huber knew that there was a direct, simple constitutional way 


to get money for the boys and he set about to get it. The pro- 
fiteer members of the senate knew also how to get it but they 
were not interested in any plan that would compel them to~pay. 


Henry Huber brought his bill into the senate and yesterday-it 


. was substituted for the finance committee plan by an over- 
whelming vote. 


Henry Huber did quietly and without flourish what the pro- 


: fessional patrioteers in the senate had failed to do in five months 


i He presented a bill that would really bring .money to the soldiers 


< and he did it in a constitutional way. 


Yesterday afternoon, however, plans were set in motion to 


. seek to rob Senator Huber of the honor work that he had done. 


] A group in the senate, still looking at the soldiers aid purely as 
.a matter of politics, got together and last night a substitute was 


i introduced by Senator Wilcox—not to get money for the soldiers 
but to tak« the'honor from Huber. 


And what does the substitute do? Is it sincere? Is it a mea- 


,sure that will serve as an instrument to play to the galleries and 
iat the same time play to the big interests of the state? 
Is it designed to replace the Huber bill, which cannot be attack- 


. ed from a constitutional standpoint and supplant it by one that 
the big interests can attack in t>e courts when some of the pres- 
ent patriotic fervor dies down.

The meeting last night had all the earmarks of the nation- 


wide assault that is being made on primary laws by interests 
that are interested in taking government from the hands of 
the many and placing it in the hands of the few. It iis evident 
that there is a group in Wisconsin that feels that they would 
like to riddle the primary and bring back the old convention, 
probably polished a little and brought down to rules that will 
jibe with the political decorum of the present day.

CELAND'S claims-to independence, to 
the right of self-determination, has 


been denied at a hearing at the Versailles 
Peace (Conference. Ex-Governor Dunne, 
Frank Walsh, M. J. Ryan, the eminent 
men chosen'at the Philadelphia Conven- 
tion to speak for 15,000,000 citizens of 
the United States who are of Irish birth 
or descent, have been formally notified 
by Secretary of State Lansing, that fur- 
ther efforts to secure safe conduct for 
De, Valera, Griffith and Plunkett,—the 
chosen delegates of the Irish people,— 
will be "futiie." 


These representatives of the Irish 


cause were entitled to a cordial, a sym- 
pathetic reception, from the President of 
the United States. He wields great pow- 
er at the .Peace Table. Surely if he had 
been so minded, he could have secursd 
the Irish delegation an opportunity to be 
heard. 


President 
Wilson's attitude 
toward 


Irish freedom was indicated, however, at 
the White House1 dinner given to the 
Committees on Foreign Relations of the 
House and Senate; when in reply to in- 
quiries as to Ireland he stated that the 
League of Nations would have nothing to 
do with domestic or internal questions. 
He thus plainly assumed that Ireland, 
more than 70 per cent of whose people in 
the Parliamentary elections had ex- 
pressed their determination to . be free 
from England, was in his judgment mere- 
ly a domestic problem for the British gov- 
ernment to settle—an internal affair 
which might be properly dealt with by 
McPherson and the English army. 


In his meeting in New York with the 


committee named by the Philadelphia 
Convention, 
the 
President 
appeared 


peeved that the friends of the Irish peo- 
ple in America should insist upon his en- 
deavor to aid Ireland. And from that 
time to the handing of the Lansing letter 
of dismissal to the American delegation 
enlisted in the Irish cause, the President 
has seemed to act toward these men chos- 
en at the Philadelphia Convention for a 
high purpose, as though they were an 
organized band of trouble-makers. 


The domination of Ireland by England 


has been no less a tragedy than the dom- 
ination of Poland by Russia, Germany 
and Austria. Racially and geographical- 


ly, Ireland is as far separated from Eng- 
land as Poland is from Germany. Polit- 
ically Ireland has been at war with Eng- 
land for 700 years. All the world knows 
the wonderful fertility of the Irish soil 
and that except for the cruel oppression 
of England, Ireland would today .have 
many times its present population. 


If President Wilson was seeking dem- 


ocracy for the world, he would have 
joined the cause of Ireland with that of 
Poland and the other small nations. Had 
the Emerald Fsle been an enemy instead 
of an allied possession, the American rep- 
resentatives of the Irish Cause would 
have been given a different kind of recep- 
. tion and the Irish Republic might have 
been accorded recognition. 


If the President had tried to secure 


self-determination for Ireland and had 
failed, he might have become the idol of 
Irish patriots. But he did not try. 
Un- 


der the cloak of professed friendship he 
left the Irish people to the mercy of their 
masters. 
The commercial interests of 


the British Empire o'er topped the human 
rights of martyred Ireland. 


Upon what principle can ,Mr. Wilson 


justify his defense of the rights of small 
states in Eastern Europe and excuse his 
refusal to give a hearing to Ireland? And 
President Wilson was the one man, who 
if he had stood firm, might have made 
the Irish people free. 


On the 6th. of June, the Senate of the 


United States adopted a resolution which 
voices the sympathy and support of the 
American people for the Irish Cause. The' 
President would do well to heed the ac- 
tion of the Senate and reconsider his de- 
cision.

Means That Europe, ^s/a And Africa May Draw Upon t/s In Every 


Dispute And Quarrel; Reversal Of National Policy 


By HIRAM JOHNSON (United States Senator From California] 


F ALL singular and astonishing intellcc- 


I taal distortions induced by the advocacy 


of the league of nations, not the least 


remarkable is the reproach to patriotism and 
the denunciation of those who think first of 
our Republic. 
It is rare, indeed, that any 


speech is made in favor of the league which 
does not bitterly condemn Americans who think 
of their own country first. 
Wo who would 


protect and preserve, our own Nation, \vho loy- 
ally and patriotically would hesitate to involve 
iis sons and its future generations in perpet- 
ual nnd continuous warfare, are designated as 
"little," "selfish," nnd "provincial" Americans- 
even men without international human sym- 
pathy and bereft of world vision. 
For the 


first time in our history the jealous guarding 
of our own, the love of our traditions and our 
institutions, the. passion for our land and our 
liberty, have become- venial sings. We are told 
thar. our P"2'" affords no precedents; that our 
history contaiits no lessons; that all of those 
who hrtvc passed before whose names we re- 
vore. spokp but empty words, and that their 
counsels Kivn no guide. This strange, psycho- 
logical phenomenon, apparently accompanying 
wrr, is an unnatural distortion of human in- 
tc licence which time alc-vic will heal. May it 
br cured before the injury it threatens is done 
to !''ic Xalior., 


There is yet another contributing cause to 


the pi-eser.t hysteria. 
We huvc learned in the 


last two years a new thing in our national 
life—natis:'..-.! propaganda. We have beer, pick- 
ing our pockets to poison our minds. Millions 
upon millions of dollars we have spent from 
the Pu'Jiic Treasury, and from taxation wrung 
fror.i a:i overburdened people to publish, not 
cnly in America but throughout the world, 
panegyrics uPon tllosc in power. The propa- 
ganda hr.i been devoted, not as you would 
imagine it would be devoted in a country boast- 
ing of its democracy, lor dissemination of the 
tvuUi, but the propaganda, paid for by the 
people themselves, has been devoted to deceiv- 
ing (he people and glorifying those who by a 
pcop'c's grace have been raised to high posi- 
tion. 
The heavy hand of a war-time Govern- 


ment has been held upon the press .until in the 
East the liberty of the press has passed into 
history; upon the people themselves the clutch 
has been maintained so that only that which 
the administration desired spoken should be 
expressed. 
National propaganda, for the first 


time in our history suppressing current events, 
has manufactured public opinion and that opin- 
ion h;;s been made but the echo of what the 
national propaganda has decreed. This dead- 
ening and perverting mind process has had its 
evil effects and has been one of the powerful 
ac'-iH'ics for preventing the people from know- 
ing the fnets or the possibilities of the league 
of nations.

America Was Respected 


O 


N THE llth day of November, America, as 
r.o nation on earth ever had been before, 


was respected, revered, and beloved. 
After-six 


months of meddling and muddling in European 
and Asiatic controversies and contests over 
territory,' the end of the peace conference finds 
Italy detesting us, France secretly- despising 
us, England using us, and Japan bluffing--us. 
They arc all willing and anxious that we should 
have our league of nations, and willing- and 
anxious, because of the same spirit which has . 
ruled them in the peace conference. 
The one 


going solvent concern nationally is about to 
enter into partnership with certain national 
bankrupts. We gave of our asaets.'both moral 
find material, and assume a part of their'liabil- 
ities. We do not need them "as-partners:- They 
require us. They yield to us nothing; they can 
yield to us nothing. We give them everything. 
We can protect our borders for centuries to 
come, just as we have in tho century past. The . 
Lord has given us our geographical isolation, 
and the Lord has denied just that thing.to the • 
different races of Europe. And while our inter- 
nationalists of the league of nations prate of 
the fact that we cannot remain longer -isolated, 


they forget- that the geography of -the situation 
remains immutable. -Isolation otherwise, ex- 
cept to refram from European entanglements or 
to indulge in European controversies and wars, 
has never existed, and, of course, never will 
exist. 


But, when. distinguished gentlemen say that 


we' can no longer remain in a position of splen- 
did isolation and play our own' part in the 
world, they forget all the events of the past 
century. We are in constant touch with all tho 
world. 
We can, whenever we think it in con- 


sonance with humanity, -go wherever we will 
and do1 whatever duty demands. Our position 
has been, and ought to be, the commanding one 
in all the world. 
And it is unnecessary, in 


order' that we preserve this position and main- 
tain ourselves, in order that wo may succor the 
weak or rescue humanity, to tie ourselves irre- 
vocably to the bankrupt nations of the earth 
or to enter into a confederation of their terri- 
tories. 


We have been told by the President that we 


must now by this neague of nations make the 
supreme sacrifice and throw in our fortunes 
with tha rest of the world. Why? 
The very 


query evokes from league enthusiasts immed- 
iate'~and .angry retort, and, while they do r.ot 
enlighten us, they hint darkly at onr motives 
and deny even our good faith. 
Occasionally 


we hear that we have at last entered upon a' 
world career, that we have become a part of 
world politics, and that we cannot now cither 
withdraw from the course into which the war 
drew us or desert the world which so needs us. 
In the 'language of a famous editor of the West, 
"All of this is partly true," but it by no means 
establishes, that we must surrender our cher- 
ished position or our loved ideals by becom- 
ing a party to sordid quarrels and the diplo- 
matic duplicity of Europe, and Asia. 


Part of United States 


rpHE United States will play her proud part 
'i in the w'orld in the future as she has done 
in the past—a part prouder because based upon 
American principles and American ideals. It 
did 'not require secret treaties and stealthy 
bartering of unwilling peoples to make our Na- 
tion play her part in the war; it docs not re- 
quire the guaranty of secret treaties and bar- 
gaining and bartering of unwilling peoples to 
have the Nation play her world part after the 


' war. Throwing- in onr fortune with the for- 


tunes of the rest of the world means, with our, 
altruistic brethren, throwing our fortunes to' 
the rest of the world, that the rest of the world 
ms-v do with onr donation as it sees fit. Gladly 
will we do what duty commands and humanity 
and civilization may require, but that duty can 
be better done, our obligations to humanity 
and civilization better fulfilled in the high posi- 
tion of the world's greatest democracy than in 
the subordinate position of the least conse- 
quential of a quintuple alliance, or as one'of 
many bound irrevocably to the- guaranty of the 
many's power and territories. 


Organizations to prevent war are as old as 


civilization. ' I wish that every 
American 


would take the time to read the history of the 
many attempts which have been made, but one 
of which in reality reached a riper stage than 
mere negotiation. I will not, therefore, deal 
with the earlier,attempts to prevent by unity 
of action future wars, but, because this present' 
covenant bears such a sinister resemblance to 
the one definite project succeeding the Napol- 
eonic world wart, I turn at once-to the 'quad- 
ruple and the holy alliance. The world in 1814- 
15 was quite as weary of war as the world 
today. 
There were then some altruistic and 


idealistic statesmen, possibly, just as, possibly, 


i there are some today. 
And there were very, 


very many statesmen who satv alone tho ag- 
grandizement of their own nations, just as to- 
day there are very, very many su'ch,,stalesmen. 
It was May SO, 1814, that the treaty of Paris 
was signed and, the boundaries of the' various 
nations settled. It was then "the big four"— 
Russia, Prussia, Austria, and England—who rc- 


mado the map of Europe, just as now it is an- 
other "big four" engaged in that task. 


Treaty Was Incomplete 


T 


EE original treaty of Paris was incomplete, 


so the coagress of Vienna was called, where 


'it was hoped that international authority might 
be established by' which, questions. perilous to 
the world's peace- could be decided. 
The time 


-was quite as- propitious' as the present. On 
Nov. 
20, 1815, "the big- four" completed their 


quadruple alliance. By article 6,of this alliance 
it'was provided that in order "to consolidate 
the intimate relations which unite the-four sov- 
ereigns for the world's happiness" it waa nec- 
essary to hold periodic meetings either of mon- 
archs or of minister* to concert measures "for 
the repose and prosperity of the' peoples." The 
four great powers then were to constitute an 
international court for the settlement of all 
questions which threatened' the existing order 
as' fixed by the treaties concluded at Vienna and 
Paris. On September 28, 1815, Alexander I,.the- 
Czar of Russia, who was as prolific in ideal- 
istic speeches and nebulous altruistic general- 
ities as some of our modern statesmen, pro- 
claimed the Holy Alliance, and asked the other 
powers to join. Nearly every state in Europe 
became a member of this Holy Alliance. Great 
Britain indorsed it by a letter from_the regent. 
The Ho'ly Alliance agreed— 


To take for their sole guide the precepts 


of that-holy religion,- namely the precepts 
of justice, Christian charity, and peace, as 
being the only means of consolidating hu- 
man institutions and remedying their im-- 
perfections. 
The monarchs engage to re- 


gard themselves toward their subjects and 


" armies, as fathers of families, and to lead 


• them in the same spirit of fraternity with 


which they are animated and protect gen- 
eral peace and justice. 
The sole principle of force, it was agreed, 


should be that of doing each other reciprocal 
service. Indeed, the language of the Holy Alli- 
ance, and even of the proclamations and the 
speeches preceding it, are quite as ethereal and 
celestial as the language which has been ap- 
plied to the''league of nations. 
At Aix-la-Cha- 


pelle, November 15, ISIS, the "big five"—France 
having now been admitted—agreed that— 


Neither in their mutual relations nor in 


those which bind them to their interests 
ever- to depart from 'the principle of inti- 
mate union which has hitherto presided 
over all their common relations and inter- 
est—a union rendered more strong and in- 
dissoluble by the bond of Christian frater- 
nity which the sovereigns have formed 
among themselves. And that this union, 


'. 
which is the more real and durable, inas- 
much as it depends on no separate interest 
or "temporary combination, can only, have 
ior its object the maintenance of general 
peace founded on a religious respect for 


"" engagements contained in the treaties and 


- for the whole of the rights resulting therc- 


fnfcm. 
The protocol provided as well for particular 


meetings of the sovereigns themselves, or their 
ministers or plenipotentiaries, to treat of their 
own interests and the interests of other States 
of Europe. 
Observe now our league of na- 


tions. Its preamble is— 


In order to promote international coop- 


eration • and to achieve international peace 
and security by the acceptance of obliga- 
tions not to resort to war— 
And so forth— 


And by the maintenance of justice and a 


scrupulous respect for cll; treaty obliga- 
tions in the dealing of organized peoples 
with one another. 
A preamble of like character with that of the 


Quadruple Alliance, not as lofty in purpose or 
of such broad Christianity as the Holy Alliance, 
but with the same- underlying principle in ref- 
erence to existing treaties.

HE sordid bargaining, selfish in- 
terest, and secret diplomacy i 


which produced the league of na- \ 
lions is best illustrated in the de- j 
vision pf the peace conference relat- j 
ins to China and Japan. 
At one i 


time during.'the deliberations the j 
President issued a statement con- \ 
cerning Italy's demands, in sub- j 
stance denouncing secret treaties, j 
During all these wretched months | 
of secret intrigue it was-the one : 
clear note which "struck a'responsive | 
chord with' many of usf Some of us j 
immediately endorsed his stand on i 
secret treaties, 'assuming, -of course, \ 
that when, he .took- that stand in the ] 
doubtful case'of Italy he-would-take, 
it in the clear and unambiguous case 
of *apan: But,'hardly had his words 
ceased to ring .in" denunciation of 
secret treaties -when he. accepted 
withour demur ; or objection, the. 
worst of all the secret "treaties pre- 
sented, that 'between 
England, 


France and Italy on the one hand 
and Japan on the other. 


'T'HERE was no sucfi provision in any of the 
* ' engagements of the European countries in 
the Quadruple^or Holy Alliance, or in the subse- 
quent congresses, at Troppau, 1820; Laibach, 
1821; or Verona, 1822, as that specifically set 
forth in article 10 of the present covenant. And 
inasmuch as article 10 is perhaps the most as- 
tonishing thing ever attempted to be fastened 
upon a world, and certainly the most outrage- 
ous ever attempted upon America, I quote it: 


Art. 10. Tcrrrtorial integrity:.The mem- 


bers of the league undertake to respect 
and preserve as against external aggres- 
sion the territorial integrity and existing 
political independence of all members of 
the league. In case of any such aggres- 
sion or in case of any threat or danger of 


• such aggression, 'tho council shall advise 
upon the means by which this obligation 
shall be fulfilled. 
A century ago we had the Quadruple Alli- 


ance, and subsequently one made with Franca 
in addition, for the maintenance of existing 
treaties and the preservation of the peace of 
the world. Today we have a league composed 
substantially of five nations pledged to the 
maintenance • of. existing treaties, and ia addi- 
tion, pledged to tha 'preservation as against 
external aggression of the -territorial integrity' 
and existing political independence of its mem- 
bers. '' 


The league of nations comes to.us after its 


principal members have bten gorged with ter- 
ritory, with their .'boundaries and their limits 
increased beyond the wildest dreama, and with 
other immense tracts of tho world's' surface yet 
to be distributed among.them. After these ex- 
traordinary accessions of territory, when each 
of the four nations possesses lands far greater, 
than ever before, the one going solvent na- 
tional concern on earth undertakes by article 
10 to guarantee- forever these extraordinary 
.-territorial limits.: It is answered by. the advo- 
cates of the league that, we guarantee these 
boundaries . only,, against. external -affgression. 
But this was the-very -question that arose, in 
the Quadruple. Alliance a century ago. Castle- 
rcagh, England's, representative,' tten rccog-

nixed the possibilities of the future, and as the .. 
historian Philips/remarks: 
_ 


It was bin. a short step from interfering 
^ 


with the external relations of a state to 
interfering with those of its internal rela- 
tions which'might be supposed to cxerc:s« 
, 


an external effect; and from the first the 
British Government had realised the dang- 
er to national liberties involved in any such 
claim. 
Great Britain's attitude then was'justified by 


subsequent events. 
It seems unspeakable that 


America, with the story before it of what was 
undertaken a century ago, under a provision 
merely, guaranteeing treaties, should now enter 
into engagements by which she puts her mighty 
power m the hands of foreign diplomats whose 
spirit has not changed by the passing of a cen- 
tury for the maintenance for ail time of their 
territories. 
It is obvious why the Britisn 


statesmanship just subsequent to the Napol- 
eonic wars and the British statesmanship of 
today arc quite at variance. Today, w:th the 
tremendous accession of lands by England she 
can very well insist upon the guarantee oE 
boundaries. 


This league of nations, -with the men who 


really wrote it, was meant to obtain peace only 
in so far as peace maintained forever inviolate 
their territories and their subject peoples; and 
it was meant that this kind of peace should be 
obtained ,by the exercise of the power and force 
of the United States. 


How Can Anyone Agree "* 


[OW can any man of liberal views agree to 


article 10? When I speak of men of lib- 


eral views I mean those whose hearts throb in 
unison with humanity; those -who believe -gov- 
ernment's obligation is first to men and womon 
and children. The section freezes the world 
into immutability. 
Ifc arrogates to those of 


us who are here today, a. knowledge superior 
to that of all thosn who- shall come hereafter. 
It makes the present generation decide tho 
fate of all future generations. It takes no heed 
of new world events, of ever-changing advances 
and progress. It assumes today to>be the* end, 
and that the men of today mar-write tho his- 
tory of tomorrow. It assumes to put the -world 
in a strait-jacket, wherein there can be no 
movement for the betterment or progress of 
humanity. But beyond and above all this, ths 
maintenance of the static condition can bo ac- 
complished by the blood of just one nation, and 
that is ours. 
Are ye ready, Americans, to 


pledge your sons and your sons' sons to main- 
tain and preserve for all time the present ^ov- 
ernmeiltfi of the little nations we arc setting 
up in Europe and the present governments and 
boundaries of the- British and Japanese Em- 
pires? , 


To the Japanese Empire, with only 60,000,000 


of people, we turned over shamefully and cruel- 
ly 40,000,000 of Chinese. To the autocracy of 
the Orient we delivered 40,000,000 republicans 
of China. We made the Orient "safe for dem- 
ocracy" by dismembering its only democracy 
and handing the parts to -he strongest autoc- 
racy on earth. 
The blackest page in all our 


history was written when our name was signed 
to the treaty delivering Sha'ntung to Japan. 
It makes a mockery of our pretensions, and if 
the Senate permits it to -stand it stamps us 
forever with its infamy. The delivery of China's 
fairest province unto Japan with its 40,000,000 
people violated not only every word that had 
been spoken by us concerning the peace hut 
it violated every principle of fairness, justice 
and honor. Its justification by the thick and 
thin administration papers—and I presume as 
well by those very good people who advocate 
this league -without knowing- anything about 
it—is that the league of nations may ultimately 
right the wrong. 
But remember that with 


Shantung given to Japan, its people transferred 
to the Japanese Empire, trader the league of na- 
I;OTT—we—we, mind you, the 96 men sitting 
in the Senate—guarantee for all time by tbi* 
league of nations, if we adopt it, Japan's terri- 
torial integrity and political independence. We 
have not only committed the crime, in the first 
instance, but we have guaranteed the crim« 
for all time. We give by tb* peace treaty 
Shantung to Japan and by the league of na- 
tions, part of the same document, we guarantee 
Shantung to Japan, and guarantee it with cur 
treasure and our Wood.
